Who is Eligible for a Privilege Card? 


All residents of Ontario, age 65 or 
over, are entitled to an Ontario Senior 
Citizens’ Privilege Card. If you have 
received a privilege card with a 
number below your name on the 
front, then you are automatically 
entitled to Drug Benefit. 


Drug Benefit in Ontario* applies to 
persons 65 and older who receive 
federal Old Age Security; or the 
Guaranteed Annual Income System 
(GAINS) cheque; or who have re- 
sided in Ontario for the past 12 
months. 


Persons who don't qualify for Drug 
Benefit are still eligible to receive an 
Ontario Senior Citizens’ Privilege 
Card without a number. It won't entitle 
them to free drugs but will entitle them 
to other available privileges, such 

as those included in this directory.
